BOARD OF HEALTH MEETING 


Prompt and Effective Measures-Scar- 


let Fever in Very Mild Form. 


At a meeting of the Board of 


Health it was deemed wise as a pre- 
cautionary measure to inform the citi- 
zens of our town as to their duty in 
regard 
to the observance 
of the 


Health Laws and regulations. Sev- 
eral communities have lately had an 
epidemic of scarlet fever and in all 
cases it has been traced to careless- 
ness in, taking proper precautions. 
Section 1 of the State law reads: 


"Section 1. 
Be it enacted, &c., 


That every physician, practicing in 
any portion of this Commonwealth, 
who shall treat or examine any per- 
son suffering from, or afflicted with 
actinomycosis, 
anthrax, 
bubonic 


plague, cerebrospinal meningitis (epi- 
demic), cerebrospinal fever (spotted 
fever), chicken-pox, Asiatic cholera, 
diphtheria (diphtheritic croup, mem- 
branous croup, putrid sore throat), 
epidemic dysentery, erysipelas, Ger- 
man measles, glanders (farcy), rabies 
(hydrophobia), leprosy, malarial fe- 
ver, 
measles, 
mumps, pneumonia 


(true), puerperal fever, relapsing fe- 
ver, scarlet fever (scarlatina, scarlet 
rash), small-pox (variola, varioloid), 
tetanus, trahoma, trichiniasis, tuber- 
culosis in any form, typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, wnooping-cough, or yel- 
low fever, shall, if said case be locat- 
ed in a township of the first class, a 
borough, or a city forthwith make a 
report in writing to the health au- 
thorities of said township, city, or 
borough; and, if said case shall be 
located in a township of the second 
class, or a city, borough, or township 
pf the first class not having a board 
of health or body acting as such, to 
to the State Department of Health; 
upon blanks supplied for that pur- 
pose, in which report he shall, over 
his or her own signature, state the 
name of the disease, and the name, 
age, sex, color, nativity, and occupa- 
tion, if any, of the person suffering 
therefrom, together with the street 
and house number of the premises in 
which said person may be located, or 
otherwise sufficiently designate the 
same, the date of the onset of the dis- 
ease,1 the name and occupation of the 
householder in whose family the dis- 
ease may have occurred, the number 
of children in said household attend- 
ing school and the name or names of 
the school or schools so attended, to- 
gether with such other information 
relating to said case as may be re- 
quired by said health authorities and 
the State Department of Health." 


Section 4 of the same law reads: 
"Section 4. No child, or other per- 


son, 
suffering 
from scarlet 
fever 


(scarlatina, scarlet rash) shall be 
permitted to attend any public, pri- 
vate, parochial, Sunday, or other 
school; and the teachers of public 
schools, and the principals, superin- 
tendents, and teachers, or other per- 


;ons 
in charge of private, parochial, 


Sunday, and other similar schools, 
are hereby required to exclude any 
and, 
all such l children and persons 


'rom such schools; such exclusion to 
:ontinue for a period of thirty days 
following the removal of quarantine 
and the disinfection of the premises 
wherein such child or other person 
shall reside; and no child, or other 
)erson, residing in the same prem- 
ses with any person suffering from

Souble walled concrete silo, costs less, 
and there is less risk of failure doe 
to improper erection. 


Details of Construction. 


While the silo should be locate* as 


close to the bai-n as possible, it is not 
advisable to put .it inside the barn. 
It takes up room that is .needed more 
for other purposes, is unbandy to fill, 
and the odor of the silage,is objection- 
able. There will be some odor any- 
way, 
but not so much when the silo 


is located outside the barn. A handy 
method of construction is to connect 
the silo with, the feedway of the barn 
by a narrow chute which extends the 
full height of the silo. 
The silage 


can be thrown down this chute and 
carried into the barn. There should 
be doors at' frequent intervals the 
entire length of the chute. A frequent 
mistake in making silo doors is in 


silage. 
Ten to thirteen tons i constructing them too small, thus 


of green feed can be produced 


to the acre. 
When made into silage 


this is practically canned and will 
keep in good condition all winter 
Stock is in especial need of • som 
succulent feed during the winter. In 
deed, feed of this kind is essential i 
the greatest possible profits are to b 
obtained. 
Silage supplies succulen 


feed in the cheapest and most con 
venient form. It is. an especially val

liable feed for dairy cows. Twenty-five 
to thirty pounds of silage per day will 
keep the milk yields up to a point 
practically as high as could be reached 
on pasture. A silo Is Indispensable on 
the dairy farm. It means summer 
conditions all the year round. 


The value of silage for beef steers 


has not been fully demonstrated as 
1 et, although a great many feeders are 
using it with satisfaction. 
Used, to 


moderate quantities, it cheapens the 
cost of gain and keeps the animals 
healthy. 
For calves and stock cattle 


silage is an excellent feed, keeping 
them thrifty and making cheaper gains 
than could be produced in any other 
way. 


All kinds of sheep do well on silage. 


It is a good feed for hogs if fed in 
moderation, and chickens are very 
fond of it 


Tfie main consideration in locating 


th'te.silo .is to have it 'convenient. Since 
most of the silage will probably be fed 
to dairy cows, the best place tor the 
silo will be at the end of the. cow barn. 
Feeding bunks can be arranged close 
to the silo for feeding silage to young 


making it unhandy to.get out and in. 
Great care must be taken to see that 
the doors fit snugly, as the silo must 
be absolutely air tight if the silage is 
to keep well. A silo is really a big 
can, and silage is nothing more or 
less than canned corn. The crevices 
about the door may be filled with wet 
clay before the silage is put in. or 
tarred paper may be placed over the 
doors. 


Another point to look to is to see 


that the inner walls are as smooth as 
possible, so that the silage will settle 
evenly. Uneven settling means air 
spaces and decay. 


Some expense can be saved In build- 


ing a silo by having it extend fonr or 
five feet below the ararface of the 
ground. If deeper than this it will be 
too much work to get the silage out 
Either cement, hard burned brick o 
stone may be used for building the 
foundation. The foundation up to the 
surface of the ground should be elghl 
to ten Inches thick, with a bearing sur- 
face about four inches wider. The 
foundation should be .flush with the 
walls of the silo on the inside, so as not 
to Interfere with the settling of the 
silage. If the soil is of hard, Imper- 
.vlous clay no floor will, be needed. In 
looser sbils a cement floor four to six: 
Inches thick, made as described in arti- 
cle 2, will be necessary. . 


Size of the Silo. 


The size of the silo will depend upon 


the amount of stock to which silage is 
to be fed. It is better to get size from 
depth rather than from diameter, as 
the pressure due to additional depth 
canses the silage to keep better. This 
greater compactness also Increases the 
capacity of the silo. If fresh silage is 
to be had at all times the silo should 
t>e of such a size that at least two 
inches in depth will be fed each day. 
If fed slower than this it will spoil on 
top and the value will be reduced.' The 
ordinary size for a quarter section is 
sixteen feet in diameter and thirty feet 
:n depth. If more capacity is wasted 
:en to twenty feet may be added to the 
depth." • The following table, condensed 
from bulletin 100 of the Iowa experi- 
ment station, gives the capacity of silos 
of various sizes:

Wooden Silos. 


There are several types of silos. 


Many of the first silos 'put up were 
built of lumber double walled and 
sided on the -outside. This made a 
-very good silo, but one that was alto- 
gether too expensive. 
A later and 


more popular type is the stave silo. 
This is made, much the same as a 


. wooden tank. It consists of long 


staves held in place by hoops, with a 
row of doors on one side. Stave silos 
are used more extensively at present 
than any other type. They are cheap, 
easy to erect and fairly durable. This 
latter point depends largely upon the 
kind of wood used. AVhite pine and 
redwood nre -the best materials for 
staves. Thry will last twenty years or 
more- Cypress. Otvg'on tir. larch and i 
bard pine arc all durable •\yuods: for j 
Silo construction. 
\VhaU:ver kind of I 


lumber is used it .should be of the best 
quality, straight grained, sound and 
free from loose knots. A stave silo 
should be kept well painted ou the 
outside. It must be anchored solidly 
with guy wires, as it will blow over i 
easily when empty. 
The hoops .will I 


need to be tightened in the summer, 
time when the lumber shrinks and I 
loosened again when the silo is filled. ; 


Cement and Tile Silos. 
j 


Concrete is used to a considerable • 


extent in silo construction. If proper- j 
ly put up a concrete silo is practicaJly ' 
indestructible. Silos must be well re-; 
enforced with steel wire and must be 
put up by some one who understands 
the business if they are to be satisfac- 
tory. Silage freezes worse in a cement 
than in a stave silo. A double walled 
cement silo does away with this ob- j 
jection, although it increases the cost 
considerably. 
With the recent high 


prices of lumber, however, a good dou- 
ble walled concrete silo does not great- 
ly exceed a good stave silo of the 
same size in cost. 


Stone, brick and cement blocks are 


all used for silos with good results.
